Hitler Asks 
Fo r And Gets

LONDON, April 27—</P)—Adolf 
Hitler made himself the supreme 
master 
of 
Germany 
yesterday, 
with fiat power even ab ove his 
own Nazi law, and his act roused 
the hopeful suspicion of his en­ 
emies that Germany is in deep 
internal troub le after a winter of 
near catastrophe. 
The ex tra ordinary power to re­ 
quire ab solute ob edience from ev­ 
ery German was voted at Hitler’s 
demand b y the reichstag alter he 
had addressed its uniformed mem­ 
b ers in a speech strangely mix ing 
his usual b omb ast and confident 
predictions of victory with a new’ 
undercurrent of anx iety. 
One of those predictions was 
that Soviet Russia would b e the

Only tax es and stab ilization of 
farm prices, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
require legislative action. 
But he added in his message, 
read to the senate and house b y 
clerks: 
“I assure the congress that if 
the required ob jectives are not 
attained, and if the cost of living 
should continue to rise sub stanti­ 
ally, I shall so advise the congress, 
and shall ask for any additional 
legislation which may b e neces­ 
sary.” 
Mr. Roosevelt said there were 
ob vious reasons for taking every 
step necessary to prevent a rise in 
the cost of living, which already 
has moved up ab out 15 per cent 
since the autumn of 
1939 and 
which might soar “another 50 per 
cent or 90 per cent during the 
nex t year or two.” 
President’s Objectiv es 
These were the ob jectives which 
the president listed for congress: 
“ 1. To keep the cost of liv­ 
ing from spiraling upward, we 
must tax heavily, and in that 
process 
keep 
personal 
and 
corporate profits at a reason­ 
ab le rate, the ‘reasonab le’ b e­ 
ing defined at a low level. 
“2. We must fix ceilings on 
the prices which consumers, 
retailers. 
wholesalers 
and 
manufacturers 
pay 
for 
the 
things they b uy; and ceilings 
on rents for dwellings in a ll 
areas affected b y war indus­ 
tries. 
“ We must stab ilize the re­ 
muneration received b y indi­ 
viduals for their work. 
“4. To keep the cost of liv­ 
ing from spiraling upward, we 
must stab ilize the prices re­ 
ceived b y growers for the pro­ 
ducts of their lands. 
“5. We must encourage all 
citizens to contrib ute to the 
cost of winning this war b y 
purchasing war b onds with 
their earnings instead of using 
earnings to b uy articles which 
are not essential. 
“6. We must ration all es­ 
sential commodities of w’hich 
there is a scarcity, so that 
they may b e distrib uted fair­ 
ly among consumers and not 
merely 
in 
accordance 
with 
financial ab ility to pay high 
prices for them. 
“7. We must discourage cre­ 
dit and installment b uying, 
and encourage the paying off 
of 
deb ts, 
mortagages, 
and 
other 
ob ligations; 
for 
this 
promotes savings, retards ex ­ 
cessive b uying and adds to 
the amount availab le to the 
creditors for the purchase of 
war b onds.” 
Radio Ta lk La ter 
Mr. Roosevelt was ex pected to 
discuss this b road program with 
the American people in 
a radio 
address later in the w’eek. An an­ 
nouncement of the date was ex ­ 
pected some time today. 
The president, discussing sta­ 
b ilization 
of 
remuneration 
and 
he thought no legislation was re­ 
quired 
“under 
present 
circum­ 
stances.” 
He added: 
"I b elieve that stab ilizing the 
cost of living will mean that wages 
in general can and should b e kept 
at ex isting scales.” 
Then he gave a b rief summary 
of the government’s lab or policy, 
for which congress has b een wait­ 
ing b efore taking any action on 
restrictive lab or legislation. 
Adjusting Disputes 
Organized lab or, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, has given up voluntarily its 
right to strike during the war.
